Red Cross Reports Ninety 


Tragedies for Year 
Loss of Life Heavier Than 
Preceding Period 


Annual Roll Call Will 
Start Next Month

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—Amer- 
ican disasters this year while few- 
er than the record number of last 
year exacted a greater life and 
property toll, the American Red 
Cross announced today in ite an- 
nual report for the year ending 
June 39. 

The tornado that cut 4 .swath 
through the Middie West iast 
apring alone caused, 786 deaths and 
maimed 223%, the report sald, while 
the disaster casualties of the en- 
tire year preceding numbered only 
735 dead and not quite 2000 in- 
jured 


In preparation fer whatever 
emergencies may be in siore for the 
nation during the next it was 
announced, the ninth annual roll 
call of the Hed Cross will be con- 
dncted November 11 to 26. 


NINETY DISASTERS 


The report showed that the Red 
Cross rendered service in ninety 
disasters during the year includ- 
ing fires. which accounted for 
twenty-nine of the 
floods, which were second with six- 
teen; tornadoes, which caused elev- 
en; seven typhoons, five hurri- 
eanes and storms, and one rail- 
road accident. There were three 
each of earthquakes, famines and 
Mine disasters, one typhoid ¢pi- 
Gemic, two volcanic eruptions, two 
“entombments.” and a series 
mine explosions, forest fires and 
similar visitations. 

The midwestern tornado pre- 
sented the largest problem of ree- 


toration and rehabilitation in 
peace-time , the report said. 
This operation ite new virtually 
co leted. 


work in this region. the Red Cress 
Qesisted approximiately 32,435 per- 
sons. 

Within twelve hours of ite oc- 
currence the Red Crosse had ite re- 
lief organization completed in the 
Santa Barbara earthquake region. 


AIDED OOLLINS 

Included in the twe entombments 
wae the tragedy of Fioyd Collins 
at Cave City, Ky. Here Red Cross 
chapters set up canteens and other 
aesistance on the spot, while the 
organization bore the cost of mate- 
rials utilised in the relief work. 

“Bupplementing these services 
are those incident to a number of 
recent disasters in the United 
States,” continued the report. “Out- 
standing among these was the 
wreck of the Shenandoah. Chap- 
ters at Cambridge and Caldwell, 
0., and field representatives in the 
vicinities of both the wreck and the 
ship's home port at Lakehurst, 
went to work, assisting and com- 
forting those bereaved in the trag- 
edy, and helping at the scene of 
- the loss. 

“Other catastrophies in which 
the Red Cross served include the 
fire at Shreveport, La., whieh wi 
out nine blocks; the Tennessee for- 
est fire; the tornado at Anniston, 
Ala.;: the fiood alo the Rio 
Grande River, which affected three 
towns south of El Paso, and a 
Wailstorm which struck two North 
Carolina counties and impover- 
ished 100 families.” 


OUTSIDE DISASTERS 


Turning to disasters abroad. the 
report said: . 

“Heading the list was the Chi- 
nese flood, which cost 13,115 lives. 
and necessitated aid from the Red 
Cross to 100,000 persons. A series 
of floods and fires in Porto Rico 
resulted 
Red Cross assistance to 2283: an 
*arthquage at Erzeroum, Turkey. 
killed 114: a typhoon in the 
Philippines which killed seventy- 
five persone also necessitatel our 
care of 60900 others: another at 
Agana. capital of Guam, kiled 
only one, but left 186 others in 
need. 

“In the Virgin Islands, the Red 
ross rendered assistance follow- 
ing @ hurricane while killed eighty 
persons. injured 100, destroyed 
1000 bulldings, and in which 1500 
persons were assisted by the or- 
ganization. A flood in Peru. a fire 
at Cananoa, Mex., and the destruc- 
tion by fire of virtually the whole 
eity of Manazeles, Colombia, com- 
pleted the foreign operations.”

No one would claim that Senator 
John Sherman's success in pol- 
itics was due in the main to luck, 
and yet it must be admitted that 
what are, in politics, called the 
“breaks” were generally in his 
favor. And in his whole career 
there could hardly be found «a 
clearer case of it than on the oe- 
casion of his first election to Con- 
gress in 18564. 

The district was composed of the 
counties of Huron, Erie, Richland 
and Morrow. and gave «a »pre- 
nounced Democratic majority, us- 
ually. When the Whig nomination 
began to be discussed among tite 
leaders in the district, selection 
seemed absolutely hopeless. But 
a little more than a month before 
the Whig district convention met, 
the Democrats pushed through 
Congress the Kansas-Nebraska bill. 
That set the North on fire. Many 
Democrats, feeling that the party 
had violated national faith in the 


repeal of the Missouri compromise, 


left their party and a movement at 
once set in for a coalition of Whigs, 
Free Sollers and Know Nothings 
to rebuke the Democrats for the 
action. This wag the motive that 
brought the Know Nothing 

to the support of Sherman in this 
election. 

It was most auspicious for the 
‘candidacy of a man known to be 
of a conservative character and 
pronounced courage. Two older 
and better known men in his coun- 
ty were candidates for the nom- 
ination—Jacob Brinkerhof and 
Thomas H. Ford—and it is not 
clear from this point of view just 
what led the Whigs of Richland to 
prefer young Sherman, but they 
did and he was quite easily nom- 
inated in the district convention 
over J. M. Root of Erie county. 
The Democrats nominated againat 
him Congressman W. D. Lindsey. 
who, fortunately for them, had 
voted against the objectionable bill, 
but that did not save him, and 
Sherman was elected by the un- 
expectedly large majority of 28238

Do not try to work the drill too 
fast fer, if yeu do, you may enar 
off the fle. If it seems to stick 
and work ttself into a self-cut 
thread, reverse the direction and 
work at a slower rate. You will 
find that thie method of enlarging 
holes will greatly assist in buliding 
the receiver and at the same time 
will give you clean-cut

PUBLISH INTERESTING BOOK 


Pioneer's Daughters Dedicate Historic W orks on 


Women's Activities Here 


“Ladies’ Clubs and Societies In Los Angeles in 1392” is the title 
of a smal! volume which is dedicated to the Historical Society of South- 
ern California, by the Mieses Lillian A. and Estella M. Williamson, as 
a memorial to their mother; Mrs, M. Burton who in 199° 
collected the material just now published. 


It contains brief and authent 
accounts of the beginnings and the 
work of more than thirty organi- 
gations of ladies prior to 1892, 
and it will bring to older residents 
of the city many memories of the 
days when this was just a big 
town when everybody knew every- 
body else and was igterested in 
their neighbors. once fa- 
miliar names will be found here, 
aleo 


The first record is that of the 
Sisters of Charity. St. Vincent du 
Paul Orphan Asylum, which was 
organized in 1856, and is signed 
by Sister Scholastica, the Mother 
Superior, who starte4 this work 
in the year of its founding. It is 
interesting to note that of wom- 
en's clubs, there are only two of 
the present day—the Friday 
Morn Club and Ruskin Art 
Club. ere was a “Ladies Ath- 
letic Club,” also; but it bears no 
relation to the Woman's Athietic 
Club, apparently. 

Perhaps the most interesting so- 
clety of those early days was the 
Flower Festival Society which, for 
a number of years held annual 
flower feativals, lasting a week, 
in the largest hall the town af- 
forded, the later ones held in Haz- 
ard’s Pavilion. Through the ef- 
forts of the sponsors and work- 
ers of this yc a lot wae pur- 
chased and a building at 125 Eaat 
Fourth street was erected to be 
used as a home for working girls, 
known as the Flower Festival 
Home. For a number of years thie 
home, which was a forerunner of 
the Y.W.C.A. work, was maintained 
it ie Interesting to know that the 


mew Saivation Army Buliding, just 


opened, ie also 125 Ees: Fourth 
street. 


In 1887, the great “boom” year. 
the floral festival netted the 
dies $7000 and in 1889 the re- 
ceipts were over $8000, but “as 
usual, so great an outlay was nec- 
essary to carry on this monster 
festival that there was not a very 

surplus.” 

etween the lines In all these 
reports of our pioneer organize- 
tions, we read the stories of 
struggle and hard. work. of most 
unselfish giving of time and per- 
sonal service for othere—-for near - 
ly all of these societies were phil- 
anthropic in character. 

A most interesting report ef the 
meeting of the Historical Society. 
for the presentation of these re- 
ports, held in the “spacious man- 
sion, corner of Central avenue and 
Seventh street, cf Mr. and Mrs. A. 
F. Coronel,” the “Don Antonie 
and Dona Mariana” of Helen Hunt 
Jackson's memoire—written by 
Miss H. Freeman, society editor. 
was published in The Los Angeles 
Times of March 29, 1892. 

Mrs. M. Burton Willlamson was 
one of thefirst won.en members 
of the Historical Society; she was 
a charter memter of the Friday 
Mormng Club, ané oue of the sar- 
liest members cf Southern Call- 
fornia .Woman’s Press Club, and 
was a well-known and much-loved 
member of all these organizations 
until her death, nm 1923.

CITES POPULATION GROWTH 


Executive of Power Company Addresses Fresno 
Convention on Resources of California 


California now has approximately a miliian more population ain! 
accorded it by the annual estimate for 1925 by the United States Census 
Bureau, R. H. Ballard, executive vice-president and general manager 
of the Southern California Edison Company, mild in addressing the 
annual convention of the California Real Hstate Association at Fresno 


recently. 

The subject o 
had for ite basis a careful study of 
populations, manufacture and pro- 
duction, was the relation of hydro- 
electric development to real estate 
in semiarid America. His esti- 


mate shows that the population of 
Calffornia has fifty-three 
per cent since the Federal census 
of 1920, or greatly in excess of the 
increase which previous estimates 
have forecast. Declaring that his 


cross checked by the new meter 
connections of the electric wer 
companies which serve California, 
he projected his calculations to 
show that the commercially prac- 
tical water power of California plus 
one-half of the water power of 
the Colorado River, with adequate

Nevada and California 
are a unit In our problem. 
phical lines and State lines have 
been drawn by the hand of man.

Ballard, who then proceeded to 
substantiate hie argument that in- 
creases in population and commun- 
ity wealth were largely dependent 
upon electrcal development. 

Turning to the power possibility 
of the Colorado River which was 
not Included in any of his calcula- 
tions concerning the wer de- 
velopment possibility of California. 
Mr. Ballard gaid: “In all of our 
considerations of this great prob- 
lem we must re ize that the 
upper Colorado basin States, Colo- 
rado, Uteh, Wyoming and New 
Mexico allée have an undisputabie 
right to a fair division of the waters 
We ‘must 
also remember that every develop- 
ment tin thie territory will mater- 
ially contribute to our tndustry and 
to the commerce of our ports, be- 
eause San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
and San Diego are as much gate- 
ways to the Orient for Colorado, 
Utah, Wyoming and New Mexico 
as for the States of California, 
Arizona and Nevada. There must 
be mutual giving and taking if we 
are to have real co-operation.” 

Mr. Ballard’s address was very 
largely made up of new statistical 
data concerning the increases in 
agricultural products and manufac- 
turing output during the past 6 
years, which he attributed very 
largely to the application of ele- 
tric power. The following excerpts 
which he terms “the testimony of 
resulte” are fllustrative: 

Intensification of production was 
shown by the fact that the average 
size of the California farms had 
decreased from 100 acres to &2 
acres. In five years the number 
of farms tin California had 
increased from 117,670 to 146,000. 
In 1820 the rural population of this 
State including towns Saving less 
than 2500 population was 1.095.132. 
it had incgeased to 1,3590.,-

Lower Now im Price Than 
_at Any Time in Past Ten 

Years’ Statistics Show 

The price of fabricated stee] at 
the present time is lower than the 
average price for the past ten years, 
and there is every indication that 
there will be no upward or down- 
ward trend for a time to 
come, according to ta just re- 

by the United States Bureau 
of Labor Statistica. The infurma- 
tion was acquired and given out 
following deciarations in many sec- 
tions of the country that “the ten- 
dency upward of ateel prices 
seemed certain.” 

Among the interesting features 
of the general curve of steel prices, 
as pointed out by the government 
bureau, is the fact that there were 
three peaks, one in 1914, anether 
in 1865, and « third in 1920. Aft- 
er 1814 there was a sharp drop of 
33 per cent, and after 18€5 a drop 
of 87 per cent. The 1920 peak was 
much higher than that of 1865 and 
just above that of 1814, the re- 
port reveals. 

If the history of the past is to 
be repeated in the near future, as 
many economists think, accord- 
ing to the Federal Bureau's report, 
there should be another consider- 
able drop during the next few years. 
Present conditions, however, the 


report declares, do not appear to 
promise this.

between a mortgage and trust deed 
covering real property? 

Anewer: To anewer this ques- 
tion it is first necessary to define 
a mortgage. A mortgage is a Con- 
tract by which specific property 
ise hypothecated for the perform- 
ance of an act without the neces- 
sity of a change of possession. In 
other words, the owner retains 
both the legal and equitable title, 
giving the mortgagee a lien or 
claim against the property as se- 
ecurtty for his loan. A truaet deed, 
as the name implies, le a document 
wherein the owner of the property 
transfers the legal title to a trus- 
tee, and at the same time repose: 
im that trustee the power to sell 
sald property for the purpose of 
satisfying the debt secured thereny 
im the event sald debt is not paid 
when due. It will thue be seen 
that the owner retains only the 
equitable title.

Q.: Is an unrecorded mortgage 
or trust deed enforceable? 

A.: Yes and no. The purpose of 
recordation is to give notice of the 
lien to all the world, and to make 
it possible for a person taking rea! 
property as security for a loan 
or purchasing real property to 
have some means of determining 
positively and legally who, other 
than the mortgagee or seller, has 
any interest In the nroperty. Our 
law, therefore, provides that every 
grant of an estate of real property 
(and this includes a mortgage or 
a trust deed) is conclusive against 
the grantor, aleo egainst everyone 
subsequently claiming under him. 
except a purchaser or encumbranc- 
er, who, in good faith, and for a 
valuable consideration, acquires a 
tithe or lien by an instrument that 
ie firet duly recorded. It will thus 
be seen that the penalty for not 
|recording any instrument convey- 
‘tug an estate in real property is 
(that a subsequent rchaser or 
| mortgagee in good ith, Le. one 
who has no knowledge of the un- 
| recorded instrumetnt, will acquire 
a pricr right by recerding his in- 
strument, even though the inetru- 
ment may be subsequently given. 
Ar between the mortgagee and the 
mortgagor, the recordation, or lack 
of i, hase no effect whatever, for 
the mortgagor always can resort 
to his action against the mortgagee 
on his deficiency judgment, but 
thie does not grve the mo 
much comfort if the mortgagor has 
previously disposed of the mort- 
gaged property and has no other 
assets. Therefore, it behooves ev- 
eryone acquiring an interest in

The State of Durango, home of 
the greatest number of deadly 
scorpions in the world, is isolated. 
Ite barren wastes cover miles and 
miles of sandy, cactus-grown and 
mesquite bush stretches. One of 
the most isolated spots of this 
American Sahara served as the 
stage, ite settings alded by the soft 
rays of the full moon to a four- 
hour battle, the result of which was 
one man dead, four of the sixteen 
mules of the two stages victorious 
though torn and bloody, and some 
thirty to forty wolves ripped to 
pieces, shot by their human oppon- 
ents, kicked to death by the mules, 
or torn to shreds by their lean com- 
panions. The remnants of two 
1850-type stages were strewn over 
the sands, splintered and smashed. 


FINE COWBOYS 


Atanasio N. Linares, Ruperto 
Pantoja, Chon del Toro, Constan- 
cio Rios and Agapito Velez, hardy 
mountaineer cowboys of the dis- 
trict, started reeently from here on 
a six-day stage journey which was 
to take them te distant and isolat- 
ed villages, their path leading 
across the rocky, fearful and iso- 
lated deseit.

But 
the alarm had been spread too 
late, for before the time-worn ac- 
tion could be taken of killing a 
number of the wolves so that the 
pack would tear into their dead 
companions, the wolves fell on 
the mules. These, with the instiner 
of their kind, drew their heads to- 
gether, forming a circle and a 
barrage of hoofs met the wolves he 
attack. 


WOLVES RETREAT 

The astonished beasts recolled 
but returned to the attack again 
and again and this fight lasted fer 
about half an hour. Then when 
the pack had retreated a further 
distance than usual for apparent BUILDING 
consultation, what the men be- 
lieved was their desired oppor- AC 
tunty was made use of, and a hall CHA 
of lead was sent into the pack. A 
number of brutes rolled over and 
the majority of the pack tore into 
their still struggling companions 
almost before the men had. time 
to send a second volley into the 
mass of snuriing beasts. 

Meanwhile the pack had split 
into two groups and the second, sot 
so fortunate in having found food 
from the flesh of their own kin, 
renewed their attack on the ules. 
The cowboys were taken by sur- 
prise at the brutes’ persistency 
and somght shelter near the stages. 
One by one the massed forma- 
tion of kicking mules began to 
weaken as the wolves “stepped in 
close.”’ 

One of the mules collapsed with 
fatigue and this seemed to We the 
signal for victory on the part of 
the wolves. Those that had left 
the bones of their own companions 
behind them joined in the flerce as- 
sault on the rest of the mules, as 
Constancio Rios later explained 
in relating the details. The mules 
breke their circles and one by one 
the wolves made headway.

When the men saw that All of 
their mules would be gone and the 
danger of being left on a waterless 
desert began to be realized they 
threw caution to the winds and 
fired into the mass of tangled hoofs 
and enarling welves with the hope 
that some of the mules would be 
spared to help communicate with 
the nearest human habitation. Chon 


of the stages and one of the mules 
fell a victim to the jaws of the 
wolves within a few feet of him.

The fight lasted four hours and 
was still going on when dawn broke 
on the scene. The wolves finally 
left as the light shone over the 
distant hills. Dead wolves were “all 
about the place” and there were 
the remains of what had been 
twelve fat mules. Chon del Toro, 
still alive but with only a short 
time to live, was given first-aid 
treatment by his companions. One 
stage wae overturned, the one un- 
der which the man had fought his 
losing though game fight. 


INJURED MAN DIES 
The injured man died while what 


was left of the wrecked caravan’ 
made ite way to the nearest hu- 
man settlement and there refresh 
reprovisioned and provided with 
animals, returned with the one re- 
maining stage to Durango. A “sal+ 
vage’ crew Was organized at the 
village of Ojvela where the one 
stage had been hauled to recover 
some of the goods abandoned at 
the scene of the fight. But one 
glance at the scene that was wit- 
nessed by the salvagers served to 
implant what in the Far East would 
be called the fear of Allah into 
them and they returned as quickly 
as possible. 

It is from those who saw the 
remains and the account told by del 
Toro’'s companions that the facts 
became known and for the present 
at least there are not many trans 
portation agencies here offering 
their services to carry goods to 
distant hamlets at the base of the 
mountains across the Mapimi Des- 
ert, as the stretch of waterless land 
is officially known.

The weed is a fast-growing, trailing plant 
with heavy seed pods armed with stiff thorns 
or spikes, which readily enter auto tires and 
pometimes cause punctures if the tread is 
worn. The spines have proven a serious 
menace to live stock in the valley when the 
weed gets into alfalfa or other hay, and with 
its spread along roads it is encroaching on 
cultivated fields.

W weed pest ich is now spread over 
- a@ great part of California, is occupy- 
fag front-center stage in the attentions of 
San Joaquin Valley farmers and farm serv- 
fice officials this season. As a result of this 
long-overdue interest, an organized valiey- 
wide effort is now under way to stamp out, 
or at least curb the spread of the creeper. 
Nor is this attention to control of the pest 
confined to the central valley region. Sim- 
flar work is going on in Riverside, Imperial, 
Los Angeles and other counties of the 
Southland, while other sections are behind 
the move which is daily growing in propor- 
tions 


The puncture vine, say officials of the 
State Department of Agriculture, probably 
was introduced into the United States from 
the Mediterranean region in shbip’s ballast. 


Its advent into California is traced to the 
railroads. In the hot dry climate and fertile 
soils of the interior valleys, the plant seems 
to have found conditions even meére favor- 
able to its growth than its native habitat. 
The earliest report of the puncture vine in 
California was in 1903, when it was found 
growing along a railway bank at Port Los 
Angeles. Im 1908 it was found in abundance 
in the Southern Pacific yards at Colton and 
also near San Bernardino. In 1912 Kern 
County Agricultural Commissioner Kent 
Knowlton discovered it in the vicinity of 
railroad stock corrals near Bakersfield, and 
now it has spread over a large area of the 
San Joaquin Valley and is found in a nearly 
unbroken line along the railroads. in the 
Sacramento Valley it is reported as widely 
spread along railroads; it is in Tehama 
county and can be found north to the Ore

Bach burr 
possesses two or more sharp spines about 
the size of a carpet tack, so disposed that, 
however the burr may fait, one spine al- 
ways will point upward. The spines will 
pierce and work into an automobile tire, 
the tread of which is somewhat worn, will 
readily puncture an ordinary bicycle tire, 
and have made such misery for the barefdot 
boy that he is fast becoming Do more than 
a wistful memory. 

The “bull horn,” as the burr is called, 
has made great business for the leather- 
goods merchants, as well as the rubber 
barons. 


The plant is very prolific of seed poda. 
W. B. Camp, agronomist im charge of the 
United States experiment station at Shaf- 
ter, picked out an average plant, measured 
the area of ground it covered, counted the 
seed found on a small square foot of plant 
surface, multiplied by the total area, and 
estimated a total of over 5,000,000 seeds for 
the whole. It seems that the seeds have a 
high germination pereentage and, because 
of the propensity of the pod to give out but 
one seed at a time, will be found, perhaps, 
after the twelfth irrigation, though no new

RIVERSIDE—Starting an intensive 
year campaign Riverside and Imperial coun- 
ties are engaged in a war of exterminatios 
on one of the worst noxious weed pests that 
have yet threatened the agricultural lands of 
California—Camel's Thorn (Alhagi Camel 
orum.) Since the pest has gained a foot- 
hold on only a comparatively small acreage 
—160 acres in Riverside county and three 
times as much in Imperial, hope to win the 
fight rests on the fortunate fact that the 
weed propagates only from the root, the 
abundant seed refusing to grow. 

Camel's Thorn came to the Coachella and 
Imperial Valleys apparently from date palm 
importations from Egypt.
